Several thousend gallons of to- 
mato juice also will be put up at 
the plant, this material to be used 
in the making of tomato soup for 
the prisoners during the winter. 
It is said that one galion of the 
juice will make about five gallons of 
excellent soup, which will provide 
nearly 100,000 galions of soup in 
storage for winter food for the

TEXAS CITY (Tex.) Sept. 18. 
The first unit of the oil refinery 
of the Knox Process Corporation 
will be finished and placed 
operation early in October, it is

added five other units of the same 
size, the total cost of the completed 
plant to be $8,000,000, which is 
the amount of capitalization of the 
company. 

The refinery will extract gasoline 
from a low-grade of crude oll un- 
der a new process, and when fin- 
ished it will have a total capacity 
of 125,000 barrels of gasoline ae 
day. Its only by-product will be 
a gas oll for use in manufacturing 
ittumipating gas. The company 
owns 160 acres of land adjacent to 
Texas City, which is being used as 
a site for its plant. 

The new process is said to re- 
jcover a considerably higher per- 
centage of gasoline from lower 
grades of oll than any other vet 
developed. It is an electric process 
and one of the basic units consists 
of a gigantic “stove” fifty-two feet 
high, nine feet, nine inches in 
diameter, constructed of steel one 
and three-quarters inches thick. 
This stove, which already has been 
put in place, weighs 700,000 unds 
and was shipped to Texas City by 
rail in one piece. Its erection was 
a feat of engineering. 

The American Construction Com- 
pany is building the first unit of 
the plant.

LOT? 

In a certain pseudo-scientific 
magazine there was an article re- 
cently which asserted that psy- 
sicians are a sickly lot. It gave 
the impression that if physicians 
do not know how to keep them- 
selves well, how can they be ex- 
pected to keep others well and to 
cure them? 

My first impression on reading 
that was that it might be possible 
because the average physicians’ 
life in his performance of his duty 
is enough to put him under par. 
He is often overworked, half the 
time doesn’t get enough sleep, has 
irregular times for eating and has 
little time for systematic exercise 
and recreation. 

However, we have some data now 
to show that this idea that the 
physicians are a sickly lot is wrong. 
In Kings County Medical Society, 
Brooklyn, ninety-one of the mem- 
bers received a personal health ex- 
amination, as part of the county 
educational program, and com- 
parisons with other series of ex- 
aminations by the United States 
Public Health Service, and by in- 
surance companies, indicate that 
these physicians, at least, rate bet- 
ter in health than other corre- 
sponding age groups. So that state- 
ment the magazine made “that

Shivering is an automatic reac- 
tion to chill on the part of the 
bodily machine of man or animal. 
It is am emergency measure for 
keeping warm. We feel cold, we 
shiver and shudder violently, this 
violent motion exercises our mus- 
cles, stimulates blood circulation 
and that raises the bodily tempera- 
ture, and we feel warmer. 

Thie fact was stressed by Dr. W. 
B. Cannon and Dr. A. Querido of 
Harvard, who discussed the means 
at the disposal of animals for keep- 
ing their bodies always at an even, 
uniform temperature. The learned 
doctors ed that the secretion 
of the adrenal giands, which are 
small bodies situated near the kid- 
neys, is increased whenever there 
is liability of lowered temperature 
through loss of heat from the body. 

When animals, deprived of the 


use of adrenal glands, are threat- j 


ened with chiiling they shiver, 
whereas norma! animals exposed to 
the same temperatures do not. 
Therefore, it is concluded that the 
former “feel the cold“ more than 
the latter. If adrenalin extract is 
injected into the blood stream it 
speeds up the body and makes the 
subject feel warmer. —I Kansas City

One man can 
easily operate this device and throw 
an effective stream up to twenty- 
five feet. One municipal fire de- 
partment has attached about twen- 
ty-five feet of hose to its extin- 
guishers of this type and frequently 
uses the hand pump for fires in 
buildings of low value. For out- 
breaks in untompleted construc- 
tion work, where the water supply 
ted, this department uses 
several such hand pumps, carried 
on a truck. These streams are eas- 
| ily directed at the seat of the fire 
and the little water available is 
conserved for emergencies, such as 
threatened communications. Mu- 
nicipal departments frequently refill 
the tanks at water taps or from 
buckets. 

The foam type of extinguisher, a 
comparatively recent product, is 
now used by many fire depart- 
ments. It is especially good for 
hazardous liquids and for oil fires, 
since it spreads“ a covering of 
thick foam over the fire, complete- 
ly blanketing it and shutting off 
the supply of oxygen. This extin- 
guisher is made in various sizes 
ranging in capacity from two and 
one-half gallons to the stationary 
type, which contains several thou- 
sand gallons. The latter is found 
mainly at tank farms and oll re- 
fineries. 

Recently several cities have pro- 
vided tanks containing 1400 gal- 
lons, mounted on an automobile, 
from which pumps operated by the 
engine can @eliver foam solutions 
to fires of considerable size where 
ofl is involved.

AN OLD PENSION ABUSE 

A newspaper item furnishes 
material for an interesting 
“footnote to history.” In 
1782 Admiral Rodney of the 
British navy defeated the 
French fleet commanded by De 


Grasse which had previously, 


in 1871, assisted Washington in 
defeating Cornwallis and thus 
assuring America’s independ- 
ence.’ Rodney's victory, though 
it came too late to affect this 
happy result, made him a hero 


in Great Britain and secured 
him a title and a perpetual 
pension amounting to $10,000 
a year for himself and his 
heirs. This sum has been paid 
annually from the British 
treasury ever since, but it is 
now, according to the newspa- 
per item above mentioned, 
proposed to commute the pen- 
sion by the payment of a lump 
gum. The terms of the agree- 
ment are sdid to be now be- 
fore the .House of Commons 
for decision. 

Admiral Rodney, as stated 
above, was -Yictorious in the 
encounter with De Grasse, who 
surrendered his three-decker 
to Rodney and was taken as 
prisoner to England. His cap- 
ture so elated the English ad- 
miral that he failed to follow 
up the victory, and over a score 
of his French ships escaped. 
At least this was charged by 
Admiral Hood, one of Rodney's 
subordinate commanders. The 
pension of $10,000 seems lib- 
eral, but it did not prevent the 
English admiral from being 
“sorely straitened for money” 
during his last years, authori- 
ties sav owing to his extrava- 
gant habi&ts.—([Outlook,

Blame May Avoid Five-Year Term Imposed ©

Tears of joy streaming down her careworn face, Mrs. Edna Bled- 
soe of Long Beach yesterday was escorted from Judge Avery's court- 
room by a group of friends after she had been admitted to probation for 
five years in sequel to her conviction on a charge of manslaughter. 


Mrs. Bledsoe was charged with 
manslaughter in connection with 
the death of Francis M. Brunton 
of Long Beach. Brunton met his 


death in an automobile accident at 
the beach city last Christmas 

The case developed into what 
Dep. Dist.-Atty. Hill described as 
one of the most unusual man- 
slaughter cases ever prosecuted by 
the District Attorney's office. A 
criminal complaint was issued 
against Mrs. Bledsoe accusing her 
of driving the automobile which 
caused Brunton’s death. Several 
months later, while Mrs. Bledsoe 
was confined to her bed, she wrote 
a letter to her mother intimating 
her husband, Marcus L. Bledsoe, 
actually was the driver 
death car. 

A supplementary investigation of 
the letter resulted in a criminal 
complaint also being issued against 
Bledsoe.

Usually it requires a course of six 
weeks to perfect the parrots in the 
rudiments of English—a tiresome 
task for the teacher because the 
instruction must all be done by 
rote. Repeat, repeat, repeat.

At this unexpected 
sound the other parrots become 
much excited.

Some of the class learn 
quickly while others are backward. 
Promotion is given birds showing 
most adeptness and they are placed 
in a higher class, which might 
properly be called English 2. Dur- 
ing the daily instruction periods 
the pupils are grave.and earnest, 
although not infrequently a prank- 
ish bird may temporarily interrupt 
the classroom work. > 

When their English course 
completed the birds are ready for 
shipment to the markets of the 
world. Mr. King conducts his 
school all year.—-[ Kansas City Star.
